Petitions have also 
been circulated in the town to ask 
council to pass the law/ Some of 
these petitions, at least, mentioned 
the proposition to have a policewoman 
located here to aid in curfew enforce­ 
ment, hut this apparently did not re­ 
ceive the support of a number who 
are in favor of the curfew itself. 
They apparently believe local offi­ 
cer* and publh- sentiment will be ful­ 
ly abb* to see to the enforcement of 
such a measure* In the event of its 
passage by council, and approval by 
the burgess.

the Philippines, Panama and Hawaii 
and one each at Fort Bliss and Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas, and Chickamau­ 
ga. 
The quota 
of each regiment or 
smaller unit of the army to be selected 
to attend the officers’ schools will be 
1.7 per cent of the enlisted strength 
of 
the organization. 
Graduates re­ 
commended for commissions as second 
lieutenants will be commissioned as 
vacancies occur. 
College men 
to be admitted must 
be between 21 and 31 on the day of 
the opening. 
There is no restriction 
against married men, but unmarried 
men will be preferred. No graduates 
of the colleges 
named who did 
not 
take m ilitary courses given at the in­ 
stitutions will be eligible. 
Any enlisted man between 21 and 
40 years of age may apply.

ter and military aptitude will govern 
selections. 
College students

TO EN I. ARC; F MT. OLIVET 


The Mount Olivet Cemetery Asso­ 
ciation, at Hanover, has purchased a 
tract of 24 acres of land from Ezra 
W. Forney, for $10,000 and this will 
be added to the burying grounds. This 
tract adjoins the cemetery on the up- 
j>er or east side, and extends from 
about the middle of the present site 
to the Becker mill road, in the rear.

Kaw York.—The return to civfllza- j 
Hon of Daniel B. MacMillan. American 
explorer, brings to a successful close 
nee of the most remarkable stays in 
the Ire of tho roof of the globe record­ 
ed in the annals of Arctic exploration. 
Unusual ffKsi and unusual had luck 
marked the expedition's history. 
No 
leas than Ave ships wtffe used to get 
the party Into northern Greenland, and 
on the two unsuccessful and one suc­ 
cessful attem pts to bring MacltiHnn 
back home again, But not a single 
person Involved 
lost 
his life. 
and 
there was no more serious casualty 
than the loss of frozen toes. 
This is 
a unique record for an Arctic expedi­ 
tion lasting four years. 
Although the enterprise cost about 
$250,000 and was one of the most, lf 
not the most, costly ever known, sci­ 
entists of the American Museum of 
Natural History her** are frankly de­ 
lighted today with tin* wealth of new 
Information and the specimens of min­ 
erals snd the fauna and flora of the 
frozen North which MacMillan brings 
hack. 
Workad All tha Tima. 
Most u ninitiated |H*rsons think an 
Arctic expedition consists of periods 
of Intense labor Interspersed with long, 
Aggravating waits in absolute idleness, 
while the w eather prevents traveling 
far. 
But this Is a mistake. 
MacMillan 
was working all the Utile. 
Even when 
farced to stay near his main bas** at 
Rtah, he kept busy, very busy. T hat is 
w k/, say* MacMillan, he found the last 
fptir years the shortest of his life. 
Many times he went 3fi to 40 hours 
Without sleep, pursuing his scientific 
studies. And he had considerable time 
to devote to the*,- studies, for actual 
exploring eon ouly be done In three 
months out of the twelve. 
MacMillan la eager to return to this 
bleak but interesting region of Un* 
north pole and will undoubtedly do so 
aa bood as he can Aud sufficient finan­ 
cial backing. 
Will Fly Over lea. 
His next trip will be something en­ 
tirely novel in Arctic exploration, for 
lit proposes to use an airplane to widen 
hit radius of action. 
"I expect to do 
as much in a day with an airplane as 
I can do In 20 days with the dogs.” he 
explained. 
MacMillan w ss greatly pleased to 
learn 
of the 
progress 
In 
aviation 
which has taken place on account of 
the great war during his stay sway 
from the world. 
He thinks airplane 
const riel Ion has now liven carried to 
• point of perfection where he can 
rely o b certain t y p e s of flyers as fully 
aa he does on his “huskies" and his 
snowshoes. 
MacMillan left Sydney, N. S.. aboard 
the I Ha na in July. IOU. The ship wa** 
wrecked off Barge J'olnt. Labrador, but 
was finally pulled off ami taken to 8t. 
John s, where tin* supplies were trail* 
ferred to the Erik. 
Three Rescue Attempts. 
In the second ship the party reached 
Et ah. on the west Greenland coast, 
August 20. 
It was more than two years ago that 
the first relief expedition was sent out. 
Doctor Grenfell'# Labrador missionary 
octvjoner, the George It. t ’luett*. started 
la Jlily. 1015, for Flab, but was unable 
to go through the heavy floes of ice en­ 
countered. 
Dr. Kdmund O. Motey of the Ameri­ 
can museum then fitted out the Den­ 
mark. but this ship failed aim*, and Is 
behen<»d to be still frozen In the ice 
off the Greenland coast. It was ( ’apt. 
Robert Bartlett, companion of Teary 
oa the trifc wpen he reached the north 
pole, who finally succeeded where the 
others had fn^ed. He used tile staunch 
sealing steam er Neptune, and by his 
(eat ho adds considerably to the repu­ 
l s i o n he made on his several voyages 
with Teary.
